House catches fire twice in same day 


Cause of blaze being investigated by state police

Two fires at the same 
residence last Wednesday 
has sparked an investiga¬ 
tion by the Kentucky State 
Police. 

An unoccupied home at 
1061 Long Road in western 
Anderson County caught 
fire two times in the span 
of five hours, the second 
causing heavy damage. 

The first fire was called 
in at 2:19 p.m.; the second 


at 7:17. 

‘Three of us were at the 
Fire Station 4 working on 
air packs when the first 
call came out,” said Ander¬ 
son County Fire Chief Mike 
Barnes. “I was there in five 
minutes and it had fire 
burning through the back 
wall of the house. 

“We were able to get it 
knocked down pretty quick. 
It gutted a utility room 
area and bathroom.” 

Barnes said county fire¬ 


fighters spent about two 
hours at the scene, but 
returned not long after. 

The second fire was 
more severe and flames 
were consuming the 
home’s roof by the time 
firefighters arrived. 

Barnes said a state police 
fire investigator was at the 
scene the following day, 
and that the cause of the 
fires remains under inves¬ 
tigation. 

“You usually don’t have 
those kinds of fires in an 
uninhabited building,” he 
said. 


“We’ll see what [the 
investigators] come up 
with.” 

The property is owned 
by Phyllis J. Oates, accord¬ 
ing to records at the Ander¬ 
son County Property Value 
Administrator’s office. 

Those records also show 
that a previous home 
on that property was 
destroyed by fire in 2008. 

Anderson County EMS 
and the sheriff’s office also 
responded.

Man busted 
for growing 
'medical' 
marijuana 

Cops find pot growing in shopping cart

A Mount Eden man charged with 
growing five marijuana plants near his 
home allegedly told police he was grow¬ 
ing the pot for medical reasons. 

John P. Patterson, 61, of 3503 Mount 
Eden Road, was arrested at his residence 
after troopers with the Kentucky State 
Police found pot plants growing in vari¬ 
ous locations outside of his home. 

Trooper Jason Woodside wrote in his 
arrest report that Patterson “stated he 
had a medical condition and he uses mar¬ 
ijuana to treat the condition.” 

Woodside also wrote that Patterson 
admitted having 1 ounce of marijuana 
inside the residence, and that a “female 
retrieved three baggies of marijuana 
from a nightstand in the bedroom.” 

Troopers found two marijuana plants 
growing in a shopping cart, one in a plas¬ 
tic tub and two in a bucket, according to 
Woodside’s report. 

Patterson is charged with cultivating 
marijuana and possession of marijuana. 

Patterson was charged in August and 
is scheduled to be arraigned later this 
month in Anderson District Court. 


Frankfort Regional Medical opens 
new emergency department

Frankfort Regional Medical Center 
opened its new emergency department, the 
first completed phase of the facility’s $8.4 
million expansion and renovation project, to 
incoming patients Tuesday morning. 

The emergency department, a 7,000 
square feet wing featuring additional pri¬ 
vate rooms with central cardiac monitor 
capabilities, a triage center, EMS lounge, 
new reception area, MRI center and 
upgrades in technology, is the first phase of 
a three-phase renovation project scheduled 
to be completed by May 2013. 

Chief Operating Officer Lee Higgin¬ 
botham said hospital employees, as well as 
Franklin and Anderson County EMS agen¬ 
cies, were key in designing the department’s 
private rooms to fit the emergency depart¬ 


ment’s needs. 

According to Emergency Department 
Director Karen Wooldridge, the new private 
rooms will help in increasing the availabil¬ 
ity of beds for patients. 

“Our goal is to do direct bedding so our 
patients don’t have to wait,” Karen Wool¬ 
dridge, emergency department director, 
said. “People don’t have time to wait any¬ 
more. Lives are busy.” 

Equipment and technological upgrades 
for the emergency department included a 
new $1 million 64-slice CT scanner that cap¬ 
tures images in the half the time it takes for 
the department’s other scanner. 

“You can’t believe the images will look 
that good,” Lead CT technologist Lois Man- 
ley said. “Frankfort’s really come a long

Jailed ex-social services worker seeks shock probation

Murphy could be released 
from prison Thursday morning

The former social services employee 
sentenced to five years in prison on 
nine felony counts of falsifying her 
investigations is scheduled to return to 
Circuit Court on Thursday for a shock 
probation hearing. 


Margaret “Geri” Murphy, 61, was sen¬ 
tenced in late July after pleading guilty 
to a host of felony charges. 

At that time, her attorney, Bill Pat¬ 
rick, said he would attempt to have her 
placed on shock probation after she 
served the required 30 days in jail. 

Murphy is scheduled to appear at 
9 a.m. in front of Circuit Court Judge 
Charles Hickman. 

At the time of Murphy’s sentencing, 


Hickman rejected Patrick’s plea to place 
her on probation. 

“The court is disturbed by the 
actions, or non-actions, taken in these 
situations,” Hickman said. 

“The children left in these situations 
were possibly physically or sexually 
abused, and that could have been pre¬ 
vented. 

“The fact that children could be left

School board keeps tax rate flat, gets earful about ECC

The tax rate for the Ander¬ 
son County school district may 
be flat again this year, but the 
district’s overall revenue won’t 
be. 

The Anderson County 
Board of Education unani¬ 
mously voted to maintain a 
flat tax rate for the fourth 
year in a row, but because of 
tax base growth, the district’s 
tax revenue will actually 
increase by $129,581 for the 
upcoming fiscal year. 

Last year’s tax rate, at $5.52 
for real and personal prop¬ 
erty per $1,000 assessed value, 
brought in roughly $7,943 
million of tax revenue for the 
school district. 

Thanks in part to a $22 
million increase in assessed 
property values and Wild Tur¬ 
key distillery’s expansion, the 
board’s decision to retain a flat 
tax rate at $5.52 will increase 
its overall revenue to $8,072 
million for 2012-13. 

A compensating rate, at 
$5.49 per $1,000 assessed value, 
would have lowered the tax 
rate by 1 percent, and brought 
in about $62,000 in additional 


revenue. 

“The increase in the tax 
base, which I guess has been 
primarily from Wild Turkey, 
has been a godsend,” Board 
of Education President Roger 
McDowell said. “It’s been a big 
benefit, especially at a time 
when not a lot of new busi¬ 
ness has come to town. In my 
opinion, that’s the way school 
funding should work. Your 
community grows, your tax 
base grows.” 

During the board’s public 
hearing on Aug. 19, McDowell 
said the board does not take 
its duty in setting tax rates 
lightly. 

Because the school board 
already approved a 1 percent 
raise, salary step increase and 
additional retirement benefits 
for Anderson County teach¬ 
ers in early July, the board 
now needed to focus on rest of 
the budget outside of payroll, 
McDowell said. 

“We’re taxpayers, too,” he 
said. 

“We live in this community, 
we have neighbors, friends, go 
to church and work alongside 
most people in the community 
here and we know what the 


economy’s doing. There are 
a lot of people hurting right 
now.” 

That includes the school 
board as well, according to 
board member Jim Sargent. 

Sargent cited multiple 
decreases in state funding for 
the district, including Sup¬ 
port Education Excellence in 
Kentucky (SEEK) funding that 
dropped from $4,230 per pupil 
in 2007 to $3,769 per pupil in 
2011. The school district, in 
total, lost more than $390,000 
in SEEK funds for the 2012- 
2013 school year. 

“So we’re kind of stuck 
between a rock and a hard 
place where our revenues 
from the state are decreasing 
and our costs are going up” 
McDowell said, adding that 
food, fuel and insurance costs 
continue to climb as state 
funding decreases. “I think 
that our superintendent Ms. 
Mitchell and our administra¬ 
tion has done an outstanding 
job in walking that fine line 
to maintain service to our 
students and focusing on the 
right things, prioritizing.” 

A handful of residents 
raised questions during 


the public hearing about a 
potential 4 percent revenue 
increase, which would have 
added $17 to tax bills for hom¬ 
eowners with properties val¬ 
ued at $100,000. 

“Like everybody is say¬ 
ing, everybody is struggling,” 
Angie Durr, one of more than 
a dozen people attending the 
public hearing, said. “Everyone 
needs that extra cash in their 
pocket. Every water bill, every 
electric bill, every bill we have 
there’s a little pinch taken.” 

Ed Ruggles, who stated he 
was opposed to an increased 
tax rate, said he was more 
upset and disappointed regard¬ 
ing the district’s decision to sell 
the former Early Childhood 
Center for $75,000, “pennies on 
the value.” 

“I don’t think that you’ve 
done a fiduciary concern for 
the people right in Anderson 
County who elected you,” 
Ruggles said to the board. 

Board members replied to 
Ruggles’ and other attendees’ 
criticisms on the sale, saying 
it was unlikely the property 
would have been sold at a 
higher price or at all if the 
board waited for more bids 


than the one they received 
from the Christian Academy 
of Lawrenceburg. 

Board member Lee Hahn, 
addressing a criticism about 
the district’s sealed bid process 
versus putting the ECC up for 
public auction, said anyone 
was welcome to submit sealed 
bids for the property. 

“It didn’t raise as much as 
we would have liked, but the 
market for school properties 
like that is not high,” McDow¬ 
ell said, adding that the board 
still had expenses on the ECC 
building totaling more than 
$80,000 a year. “To tell you the 
truth, I was tickled to death 
that we had someone who 
wanted it who would put it to 
good use.” 

The board voted not to add 
a 1-cent tax for exonerations, 
which are typically added 
to the overall tax rate in an 
attempt to recover non-collect- 
ed taxes. 

The board of education will 
also need to approve its final 
budget for the 2012-13 fiscal 
year by late September.

way.”

in the hands of abusers is 
particularly concerning 
to this court. Probation is 
denied.” 

The case was pros¬ 
ecuted by Attorney Gen¬ 
eral Jack Conway’s office. 
Following Murphy’s sen¬ 
tencing, Conway called 
her actions “unconscio¬ 
nable.” 

“Ms. Murphy had a 
responsibility to investi¬ 
gate allegations of child 
abuse or neglect and to 
take action to protect 
children from these hei¬ 
nous crimes. She failed 


to execute her duties and 
to protect Kentucky’s 
youngest and most vul¬ 
nerable citizens. The 
sentence handed down 
today sends a critical 
message that damaging 
the integrity of the cabi¬ 
net’s system of support 
for child victims will not 
be tolerated.” 

In at least two of the 
cases where Murphy 
falsified reports find¬ 
ing that sexual abuse 
allegations were unsub¬ 
stantiated, children were 
victimized again due 
to being left in abusive 
situations, Conway said. 

In one case involv¬ 
ing a report of sexual 
abuse of an infant by 
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the mother’s boyfriend, 
new allegations of sexual 
abuse against the boy¬ 
friend were made after 


Murphy provided false 
facts and unsubstanti¬ 
ated the original report 
of abuse, Conway said.

A forgotten candle was the cause of 
a Saturday afternoon fire at local busi¬ 
ness The Variety Store, located at 1090 
Glensboro Road, Suite 7.

According to Hume, there appeared 
to be no structural damage to the unit. 
Because The Variety Store shares a 
common attic with surrounding busi¬ 
nesses and offices, Hume said, smoke 
had to be ventilated from nearby 
suites. All damage was contained to 
The Variety Store, he said. 

Hume added that the city fire 
department has responded to several 
fires involving candles, left to burn 
down to the wick, starting fires. 

The heat of the melted candle often 
breaks the glass candle jar it’s in, and 
then ignites whatever material is close 
by, Hume said, which is what likely 
happened in Saturday’s fire. 

In addition to the city fire depart¬ 
ment, county fire also assisted at the 
scene.

Will attorney 
general's office keep 
talking tough? 

olumn as I see ’em... 

Don’t be surprised this week if a former social services 
employee who pleaded guilty to nine felony counts of falsi¬ 
fying her investigations is, in essence, released from prison. 

Yep, the five year sentence Margaret “Geri” Murphy received 
just a month ago could be set aside when she asks for, and odds 
are will receive, shock probation. 

That hardly seems appropriate, given that her 
admitted lies almost certainly left children she was 
being paid to protect in bad situations that included 
sexual and physical abuse. 

Here’s why you shouldn’t be surprised. If memory 
serves, the sentence for a Lawrenceburg woman 
who admitted “sexting” vulgar photos of herself to 
a young boy was set aside when she was placed on 
shock probation, so there’s already a precedent for 
doing so. 

It will be interesting to see if Attorney General 
Jack Conway’s office agrees to this. His office made a 
big deal out of Murphy’s sentence and attracted con¬ 
siderable media attention. Even his prosecutor, Bar¬ 
bara Whaley, talked tough after Murphy was sentenced. 

“I feel this sent a message that the system to protect children 
cannot be breached without serious consequences,” Whaley said. 
“Of all cases child victims are the most vulnerable.” 

It’s hard to imagine those “serious consequences” include 
spending just one month of a five-year sentence actually behind 
bars. 

I n keeping with my own tradition, I worked on Labor Day as a 
means of protesting how it became a national holiday. 

No, I’m not anti-worker or anti-union or anti-anything 
— except for taxes, that is. I grew up in a union family that 
was frontloaded with northeastern Democrats from my dad to 
both grandfathers. For a thankfully brief period of time I even 
belonged to a laborers union, which was among the more ridicu¬ 
lous jobs I’ve ever held. 

I would have opted to be a scab, but finding scab work in a 
union-or-else state was almost impossible. 

Most folks believe Labor Day was founded to honor the hard 
work that went into building our great nation. 

That’s true. Local Labor Day parades began in the 1880s to 
honor the labor that built a country. Had it remained intact for 
that reason alone, I’d have taken Monday off. 

But it soon became nationalized for all the wrong reasons. 
During a depression in the late 1890s, railroad workers pitched 
a fit after their wages were cut. Their revolt and subsequent 
strike left an already teetering nation at the brink of economic 
collapse, which prompted President Grover Cleveland to order 
them back to work. 

If that sounds familiar it’s because nearly a century later Presi¬ 
dent Reagan did the same thing to striking air traffic controllers. 
But unlike Cleveland, Reagan stuck to his guns and fired the 
lousy lot of them. 

The striking railroad workers organized under the infamous 
Eugene Debs, which resulted in people being killed and massive 
property damage during what became known as the Debs Rebel¬ 
lion. 

Even the New York Times editorialized against the rebellion 
and called Debs “an enemy of the human race.” 

My, how the Times has changed. 

Cleveland, in an obvious move to make nice with the unions, 
capitulated and moved quickly to nationalize the Labor Day 
movement by declaring it a national holiday. 

Unfortunately for him, it wasn’t enough to get him back in 
good graces with the union-fueled Democrats and his bid to be re¬ 
elected failed. 

For his troubles, Debs was sent off to prison where he con¬ 
tinued to serve his fellow man by studying the writings of Karl 
Marx. He eventually became one of America’s leading Socialists, 
and even took several runs at the presidency. 

Had he come along about a 100 years later, perhaps he could 
have secured enough support from modern-day Democrats to 
win, especially when said stuff like this: “With faith and hope and 
courage we hold our heads erect and with dauntless spirit mar¬ 
shal the working class for the march from Capitalism to Social¬ 
ism.”

Tips for preparing next year’s garden, trees 


I 'm sorry. Apparently, all 
we needed to end the 
drought was for me to put 
in a hose spigot at the bottom 
of the hill. 

The years of hauling 
water in gallon jugs up and 
down the hill, from plant to 
plant to plant is over. Can't 
say I'll miss it, though it did 
wonders for my biceps. 

Just as I'm ready to turn 
on the hose, Mother Nature 
steps in to supply all I need. 
Well, at least I'm ready for 
next year. 

September is here and 
things like turnips, sweet 
potatoes and winter squash 
are coming out of the gar¬ 
den and into the kitchen. 

My friend Ruthie asked me 
what she could do with it all. 
Can it. You can also freeze 
it and even dry 
some. The Ball 
Blue Book has 
recipes for all 
three or you can 
go online to get 
instructions. 

Last Friday 
night, I came 
home at 9 p.m. 
and it was still 
90 degrees out¬ 
side; so much for 
opening the win¬ 
dows for a cool 
evening breeze. 

The Old Farmer's Alma¬ 
nac is predicting a month of 
below average temperature 
and precipitation. I'm not 
sure I buy it. Although I love 
my Almanac, I think we're 


going to keep breaking above 
average temperature records 
well into October. 

The precipitation could 
very well remain below 
normal (even with my new 
spigot) throughout fall and 
winter. We only had one fog 
in August. According to the 
old saying, that means only 
one big snow dump this win¬ 
ter. 

I think we have a new 
playbook in the offing, one 
where we have above normal 
winter temperatures and 
below normal precipitation. 

The new Almanac predic¬ 
tions will be out in October, 
along with all the major 
weather forecasters. I'm 
thinking of that old Doris 
Day song,"... what will be, 
will be.” 

If your garden is done for 
the season, please do your¬ 
self a favor and prepare it 
for next year now. If you do, 

I can't tell you how easy it 
will make your spring. All 
you need to do is pull all the 
green and till in some com¬ 
post, lime or fertilizer of your 
choice. Then, cover it with 
large sheets of plastic and 
secure it with blocks or rocks. 
When spring rolls around all 
you need to do is pull back 
the plastic, like a quilt on a 
bed, and plant all you want. 

It makes planting a dream. 

Fall is the time of year to 
plant new trees. Since I lost 
my new fruit trees to the late 
spring frosts, I'm planting 
quite a few. 


The thing to remember 
with new trees is to dig the 
hole twice as big as you need. 
Root development, like a 
foundation on a house, is 
the most important thing to 
focus on and water is the key. 
Regular watering will cre¬ 
ate a strong root system that 
will feed and water the tree 
through the winter. 

When you're done plant¬ 
ing, be sure to mulch around 
the base of the tree to reduce 
the heat and conserve the 
moisture in the soil. 

I was saddened to read in 
the paper last week about 
the death of one of my oldest 
readers. Ed in Texas was 102 
and I had the great pleasure 
of meeting him one sum¬ 
mer at the stand. He was a 
kind and witty man and my 
sympathies go out to his fam¬ 
ily.

Now, the dogs are eager 
to walk the farm. Far be it 
from me to keep Tiller from 
her "seed gathering" as we 
wonder the wildflowers. 

I only wish she could 
brush her own coat and gath¬ 
er the seeds into envelopes. 
Maybe I can just get her to lie 
around the new spigot and 
water her often for a spring 
bouquet. Right. One can 
dream. Happy growing.

A n office visitor 
inquired about 
how to get rid of 
bed bugs in an apart¬ 
ment. 

The best 
answer is 
to hire a 
professional 
pest control 
company. 

They 

have access 
to insecti¬ 
cides that 
are not 
available 
to a hom¬ 
eowner. 

Professional used insec¬ 
ticides such as Temprid, 
Transport and Phantom, 
all registered trademark 
insecticides, tend to be 
more effective than 
bed bug sprays sold by 
retailers. 

Bleach, alcohol, ciga¬ 
rette lighters, etc. should 
not be used to control 
bed bugs. Bug bombs are 
considered ineffective 
in the treatment of bed 
bugs and can be danger¬ 
ous if misused. Fumiga¬ 
tion using a penetrating 
gas is another way to 
de-infest buildings but 
it is very costly and only 


offered by certain com¬ 
panies. 

Typically these treat¬ 
ments are only offered 
in areas where certain 
types of wood-dwelling 
termites are also treated 
by this method. 

Bed bugs have reap¬ 
peared because they 
hitchhiked into the 
United States. Less inef¬ 
fective insecticides have 
not been able to control 
them completely. Wide¬ 
spread use of DDT in the 
1940s and ’50s resulted 
in a eradicating bed 
bugs in the U.S. DDT is 
no longer available for 
use and hasn’t been for 
many years. 

Other chemicals are 
not as effective but new 
ones are being devel¬ 
oped. 

Fortunately, bed 
bugs do not transmit 
diseases to humans. The 
bite is irritating but 
not dangerous. Usually 
the bite site itches and 
may become red and 
inflamed. The bites can 
cause irritation, sleep¬ 
lessness and embarrass¬ 
ment. 

Common insect repel¬ 
lents do not deter bed 


bugs. 

Bed bugs are hard 
to eradicate. Preparing 
your home for profes¬ 
sional treatment can be 
time consuming and the 
treatment is expensive. 
Heat treatment and 
spot-freezing can be 
effectively done by pest 
control firms. 

If you can’t afford a 
professional, then you 
should consider install¬ 
ing bed encasements. 
Your bed can be saved 
and the pest eliminated 
if still confined to the 
sleeping area. 

For more informa¬ 
tion, read the publica¬ 
tion Entfact-636 on-line 
from the University of 
Kentucky Extension 
Service. 

You can also search 
on-line for Bed Bugs 
from the University of 
Kentucky. 

The publication on 
bed bugs is also avail¬ 
able from the Ander¬ 
son County Extension 
Office.

Kentucky ranks third among states in child obesity

At every Girl Scouts meet¬ 
ing, Christmas concert, soccer 
field and swimming pool in 
Kentucky lies a trend that is 
easy to spot. It doesn’t have 
to do with the Toms on the 
children's feet or the feathers 
affixed to their hair. It's the 
fact that every third child 
in Kentucky is overweight, 
and many of them are obese. 
As they stand in front of the 
crowd or struggle to swim to 
the other side, the problem 
is plain. Its consequences 
are not so plan, but are far- 
reaching. 

Kentucky has the third- 
highest childhood obesity 
rate in the country and the 
seventh-highest rate in adult 
obesity, Trust for America's 
Health's F as in Fat 1 ' report 
shows. Sixty percent of Ken¬ 
tucky women and 80 percent 
of men living the state are 
either overweight or obese. 

Estimates show that one 
in three children who were 
born in the year 2000 will 
develop Type II diabetes at 
one point in their lives, in 
large part because of the 
food choices they make. 

"We’re also seeing lots of 
heart indicators, like high- 
blood pressure, high lipids 
and cardiac changes, in kids 
that are overweight," said Dr. 
Christopher Bolling, a pedia¬ 
trician in Kenton County. 
"And we're seeing a lot of 
other issues like liver disease 
and kids with orthopedic 
problems." 

Obese children can also 
have breathing problems 
like sleep apnea and asthma. 
They struggle with low self¬ 
esteem and the depression 
that can result from it. 

And they are the first 
American generation expect¬ 
ed to live a shorter life than 
their parents. 

"They're taking medi¬ 
cine we used to give to old 
people," said Duff Holcomb, 
the schools nurse in Laurel 
County. "They're 15 and 16, 
so what are they going to be 
like when they're 36?" 

The issue stems from "a 
perfect storm" of factors, said 
Elaine Russell, the state's 
obesity prevention coordina¬ 
tor. 

"Our food is high in calo¬ 
ries with little nutrients," she 
said. "A lot of physical educa¬ 
tion has been taken out of 
normal daily routines." 

And food is everywhere, 
from billboards to unexpect¬ 


ed places like cash registers 
at T.J. Maxx and Office Depot, 
Russell said. 

One study found kids see 
about 4,000 television com¬ 
mercials advertising food 
each year. During Saturday 
morning cartoons, they see 
a food ad nearly every five 
minutes, and about 95 per¬ 
cent are pushing food with 
poor nutritional value. "And 
it's not just TV," Russell said. 
"Look at all the billboards, 
look at the Internet, look at 
your packaging, with char¬ 
acters that say, Come see me 
and do the Web game.'" 

The variety of food is also 
staggering, Russell pointed 
out. "Look and see how many 
Oreos there are. It's not just 
Oreo or double-stuffed. 
There's also ones with mint 
and peanut butter. How 
many different chips? How 
many different sodas? Our 
choices are so unlimited." 

So, it's easy for children 
to make the wrong choices. 
Almost 40 percent of the 
total calories consumed 
by 2- to 18-year-olds are in 
the form of empty calories, 
meaning solid fat and added 
sugars. Next to Mississippi, 
Kentucky youth drink the 
most soft drinks in the coun¬ 
try — up to 89 gallons per 
person, according to infor¬ 
mation researchers at the 
University of Kentucky's 
Nutrition Education Program 
compiled from the USD As 
Food Environment Atlas. 

Meanwhile, just 17 percent 
of Kentucky high school stu¬ 
dents reported eating fruit 
and vegetables five times per 
day over a week's time, the 
amount recommended by the 
United States Department of 
Agriculture. 

Children adopt bad eating 
habits from their parents, 
who "gatekeepers" of the 
kitchen, Russell said. "If Mom 
and Dad are feeding you 
[junk food] then you tend to 
eat that because that's what 
available to you." 

Parents blame busy sched¬ 
ules and lack of time — and 
they are busier, in large part 
because both parents work in 
most households. Also, many 
of today's parents either don't 
like to cook, or can't. 

Debra Cotterill teaches 
cooking classes for the Uni¬ 
versity of Kentucky's Nutri¬ 
tion Education Program 
and is often shocked at the 
decline in cooking skills. 

"There's people out there 
who have said to me that 
they literally did not know 
how to boil water," she said. 
"I've also met people who live 
on candy and packaged chips 
because they don't know how 
to cook." 

Ginger Gray, director 
of food services in Kenton 
County Schools, was not 


surprised, saying many of 
today's parents "are a genera¬ 
tion of microwave users." 

Exacerbating the problem 
is a lack of exercise. Gone are 
the days of students heading 
to the change room to get 
ready for gym class. In Ken¬ 
tucky, elementary schools 
must offer some type of 
physical activity for 30 min¬ 
utes each day, but that can 
include unsupervised recess. 
There are no physical educa¬ 
tion requirements in middle 
schools, and high-school 
students just need to take 
one half-credit of phys-ed to 
graduate. 

The decline in phys-ed is 
coupled with the fact that 
kids lead an increasingly 
sedentary lifestyle. In Ken¬ 
tucky, nearly one in three 
high school students watch 
three or more hours of TV 
each day and more than 60 
percent of kids have a TV in 
their bedroom. 

A lack of play time after 
school is another culprit, in 
large part because "there's a 
lot of media that say it's not 
safe to go outside and play," 
Russell said. 

In fact, just over 100 chil¬ 
dren are kidnapped in a 
stereotypical way each year 
in the U.S., according to the 
National Center for Missing 
& Exploited Children, and 
the number of violent crimes 
was lower last year than it 
has been in 40 years. 

Yet, fear of the unknown 
is embedded in parents, Gray 
said, who sees parents wait¬ 
ing in their running cars for 
their children to be dropped 


off at bus stops. "What a huge 
impact changing that atti¬ 
tude would make," she said. 

While the report "Shaping 
Kentucky's Future: A Com¬ 
munity Guide to Reducing 
Obesity" estimates 33 percent 
of Kentucky children are 
already overweight or obese, 
there is no way of knowing 
how those numbers vary 
county to county, because 
there is no systematic collec¬ 
tion of them. 

Body-mass index, a rough 
measure of fat to weight, is 
measured statewide only for 
children aged 2 to 4 in the 
Women, Infants and Children 
nutrition program. 

"Some individual school 
districts and counties are col¬ 
lecting more information, 
but it is spotty," said Sarah 
Walsh, senior program offi¬ 
cer at the Foundation for a 
Healthy Kentucky. 

Starting this school year, 
the state board of education 
started requiring that there 
be a place on the state health 
exam form that includes a 
student's BMI, though physi¬ 
cians are not required to fill 
it in. The exams are required 
when a student enters school 
in Kentucky, generally in 
kindergarten, and again 
when a student is about to 
enter the sixth grade. 

"I would say it's a start 
but this is not a mandate 
on students or parents or 
physicians or schools. This 
is an option," said Lisa Gross, 
spokeswoman for the Ken¬ 
tucky Department of Educa¬ 
tion. 

Still, the BMI information 


could be shared at the aggre¬ 
gate level if the Department 
of Public Health asked for it 
as part of an analysis, Gross 
said. 

But regardless of what 
data is collected, there is a 
problem "showing us basi¬ 
cally whatever age group you 
look at, you've got too high of 
a proportion of children who 
are overweight and obese," 
said Amy Swann, senior 
policy analyst for Kentucky 
Youth Advocates. 

Some data show obesity 
rates are higher in children 
living in the Appalachian 
part of the state. Many stud¬ 
ies also correlate children 
from low-income families 
with higher obesity rates. 
Giving counties an idea of 
where they stand is essential 
to getting a handle on the 
fight. 

"There is an old adage that 
'what gets measured gets 
done,' and it couldn't be more 
true in this case," said Susan 
Zepeda, president and CEO of 
the Foundation for a Healthy 
Kentucky. "Local communi¬ 
ties need to know where 
they stand on this important 
health issue so they can track 
progress and really make 
changes with childhood obe¬ 
sity."

When Jerusalem turned its 
back on God, Ezekiel 5: 7-9 tells 
us: “I am about to pour out my 
wrath on you and spend my 
anger against you.

the official on the play, sig¬ 
naled that he agreed with the 
Bearcats. 

Linebacker Huston Page 
had knocked the ball loose 
from Shelby receiver Earl 
Stoudemire, whose catch had 
gotten the Rockets into field 
goal range. 

“The ball just popped out,” 
Laytart said. “It came out pret¬ 
ty cleanly.” 

Laytart, who had been 
burned on a couple of long 
passes, showed the grit of a 
champion. “We stress being 
alert when the ball is loose 
and we were able to recover 
it,” he said. “Sam has only 
played back there a few times, 
but he also came up with a big 
hit when they were trying to 
run the option to his side just 
before the fumble.” 

Laytart said Peach had 
simple instructions, “He said 
to have a short memory and 
keep fighting and things 
would work out.” 

Friday's gut-check showed 
that tradition did not gradu¬ 
ate with the seniors from last 
year’s state runner-up team, 
now 2-1 on the year. 

Anderson overcame a 
Shelby team, now 1-1, that had 
run the ball at will in a win 
over LaRue County the week 
before and boasted one of the 
state's best athletes in quar¬ 
terback Zach Shipley, a state 
champion hurdler. Friday, 
Shipley threw 44 times, com¬ 
pleting 26 for 415 yards and 
four touchdowns. 

Shelby had two touchdowns 
“drives” of one play. The Rock¬ 
ets had a 98-yard scoring pass 
from Shipley to Michael Barry, 
who hauled in three scores 
and intercepted two passes. 

Yet, somehow, Anderson still 
found a way to win, overcom¬ 
ing a pair of crucial pass inter¬ 
ference penalties and their 
own questionable fumble. 

Trailing 14-10 but appearing 
to be taking control midway 
through the second quarter, 
Anderson drove to the Shelby 
3 when Granville Hayes 
coughed the ball up. Like 
Shelby's late fumble, Hayes' 
turnover was one that was 
very close to being down. On 
third-and-10 three plays later, 


Shipley found Barry open. 
Barry tiptoed along the left 
sideline, then burst free to put 
the Rockets up 21-10. 

It was that kind of first half 
for the Bearcats. They had 
only six points - a pair of Joe 
Rose field goals - to show for 
three trips inside the Shelby 
10 . 

“He said we were fine. We 
hadn't played very good,” 
Anderson quarterback Zach¬ 
ary Carmichael said. 

Anderson had gotten its 
first touchdown early in the 
second quarter when Hayes, 
taking the snap out of the 
Wildcat formation, scooted 36 
yards for a touchdown. 

Anderson had put itself in 
a hole early with some special 
teams gaffes that Peach was 
at a loss for explaining. After 
holding Shelby on the Rockets’ 
first offensive possession, the 
Bearcats had to start at their 
own 5 after Hayes fielded a 
punt, rather than allowing its 
momentum carry into the end 
zone for a touchback. 

After Anderson punted 
only to the 30, Shipley needed 
one play to connect with 
Chase Manica for the touch¬ 
down. 

On the ensuing kickoff, 
Anderson returner Chris 
Toomey fielded the ball 


while on a knee. That’s OK 
in the pros, but at the high 
school level, it is considered 
down. Instead of starting well 
upfield, the Bearcats’ first snap 
came at their own 14. 

It seemed to continue in the 
second half, when Cox fielded 
the kickoff inside his 10. With 
no Shelby players near him, 
Cox simply fell down. 

“Coach had told us we were 
going to get them on the first 
play (of the second half),” Car¬ 
michael said. 

Peach was prophetic as the 
Bearcats caught Shelby leav¬ 
ing the middle of the field 
open. Carmichael hit Cox on 
a simple post pattern over the 
middle. Cox did not stop run¬ 
ning until reaching the Shelby 
end zone 93 yards later, break¬ 
ing a school record. 

Randy Gillis passed to Chris 
Franklin for 81 yards in 1987 
for the previous school mark. 

Carmichael’s conversion 
toss to Austin Hall tied things. 

Shelby responded with its 
own 60-yard scoring drive, 
capped by Shipley’s 3-yard 
pass to Barry, but the Ander¬ 
son surge got a hand on 
Barry’s extra point, causing it 
to flutter left of the upright. 
“The blocked extra point was 
huge,” Peach said. “That is 
why we don’t take any plays

off. At the end of the game, 
little things like that add up.” 

Carmichael, who ran for 64 
yards in addition to his pass¬ 
ing totals, tied things when 
he broke a tackle, spun and 
bumped off another Rocket 
defender for the touchdown 
that tied things at 27. Joe 
Rose’s extra point gave the 
Bearcats the lead for good. 

After Justin Woodworth 
recovered a Shelby fumble, 
Carmichael fluttered a pass 
to Cox from 23 yards, but the 
Rockets pulled within one 
when Manica blazed 47 yards 
down the right side. 

For the last 11:37, the 
Bearcats simply hung on.

be a great football team, you 
not only have to figure out 
how to score but you have got 
to figure out how to stop some¬ 
body from scoring.”
